Wife and beneficent Princes in all ' ages to 
diftihguilh the virtue and loyalty of thHr ‘ 
fubjefts by marks of honor, to be a tef- 
timony of their dignity and of their 
excellency in all qualifications which 
render tlienl worthy of the favor of’ 
their Sovereign, and the refpect of their 
fellow fubjects; that fo their eminent 
merits may Hand acknowledged to the 
wOrld, and create a virtuous emulation 
in others to deferve fuch honorable dif- 
rimftion. And whereas o,ur loving Tub-' 
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jefls of our kingdom of Ireland have 
approved themfelves fteadily attached to 
our Royal Perfon and Government, and 
affe&ionately difpofed to maintain and 
promote the welfare and profperity of 
the whole empire ; and we being willing 
tQ confer upon our fubjedis of our faid 
kingdom a teftimony of our fincere 
love and affe&ionate regard, by creating 
an Order of Knighthood in our faid 
kingdom with conftitutions, ordinances, 
cuftoms, and ceremonies, fimilar to thofe 
obferved in the moft dignified inftitutions 
of the fame nature; and, whereas you 
have humbly reprefented unto us, that 
fuch a teftimony of our Royal Favor 
will be highly acceptable to our people 
of our faid kingdom of Ireland ; it is 
our royal will and pleafure, and we do 
hereby authorize and require you, upon 
receipt hereof, forthwith to caufe letters 
patent to be palled under the Great Seal 
of our faid kingdom of Ireland, for 
creating a Society or Brotherhood, to 
be called Knights of the Moft Illuftrious 
Order of Saint Patrick, to confift of the 
. Scve T 
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Sovereign and fifteen Knights Compa- 
nions, and for conftituting and appoint- 
ing our dearly-beloved fourth Son Prince 
Edward ; our right trufty and right 
entirely beloved Coufin and Councillor, 
William Robert, Duke of Leinfter ; our 
right trufty and right well beloved 
Coufin and Councillor, Henry, Earl of 
Clanricarde ; our right trufty and 
right well-beloved Coufin, Randal Wil- 
liam, Earl of Antrim ; our right trufty 
and right well-beloved Coufin and Coun- 
cillor, Thomas, Earl of Wcftmeath ; our 
right trufty and right well-beloved 
Coufin and Councillor, Murrough, Earl 
of Inchiquin ; our right trufty and 
right well-beloved Coufin and Coun- 
cillor, Charles, Earl of Drogheda; our 
right trufty and right well-beloved 
Coufin and Councillor, George de la 
Poer, Earl of Tyrone ; our right trufty 
and right well-beloved Coufin and 
Councillor, Richard, Earl of Shannon ; 
our right trufty and right well-beloved 
Coufin and Councillor, James, Earl of 
Clanbrafiil ; our right trufty and right 

well* 
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well-heleved Coufin, Richard, Earl of 
Mornington; our right truflfjr and 
right wdl-beloved Coufin and Coun- 
cillor, James, Earl of Courtown ; our 
right trufty and right well-beloved 
Coufin, James, Earl of Charlemont y 
our right trufty. and right well-beloved 
Coufin, Thomas, Earl of Bective ; and 
our right trufty and right well-beloved. 
Coufin and Councillor, Henry, Earl of' 
Ely, to be Knights Companions of the 
Moft Uluftrious Order of Saint Patrick, 
of which Order we ourfelves, our heirs, 
and fucceffors, fhall perpetually be Sove- 
reigns, and of which our Lord Lieute- 
nant General and General Governor of 
Ireland, or our Lord Deputy, or Depu- 
ties of our faid Kingdom, or our Lords 
Juftices or other Chief Governor or 
Governors of our*faid kingdom for the 
time being fhall officiate as Grand Maf- 
ters. And it is our further will apd 
pleafure, that the faid Society or Brother, 
hood of the Knights of the Moft llluf- 
trious Order of Saint Patrick, fhall have 
a Commop Seal, and fhall have a Chan- 
cellor, 
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cdior, Reglfter, Secretary, Genoalogift, 
'Ufher, King of Arms, Heralds, Furfui- 
vantg, andfuch other Officers as we from 
time to time fhall think' fit to appoint, 
under ouffign manual, and- that they (hall 
Ohferve all fuch conftitutions, ordinances, 
cuftoms and ceremonies, as fhall he 
enjoined them under our dign manual. 
And -it is further our -will .and ;pleafure, 
.that the'feid -Knights being Commoners, 
(hall have rank and 'precedency in all 
places immediately after Barons’ eldeft 
fons, and rthat the wives of the faid 
Knights Companions fhall, in like man- 
ner, have rank and precedency imme- 
diately after the wives of Barons' eldeft 
fons, and before all other inferior ranks. 
And it is our further will and ’pleasure, 
that upon any vacancy happening in the 
faid Society or Brotherhood by death or 
refignation of any of the Knights, a 
fucceffor fhall be elected by the ether 
Knights in manner as fhall be dwelled 
by the conftitutions and ordinances to 
be eftablifhed under our fign manual as 
before mentioned. And in the faid 

letters 
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letters patent you are to caufe to be in- 
ferted all fuch claufes as {hall be neceffary . 
to make the lame moft full, valid and 
effectual. And for fo doing this fhall be 
as well unto you, as unto all other our 
officers and minifters concerned herein, 
a fufficient warrant. And fo we bid 
you heartily farewell.

GEORGE^ the Third, by the Grace 
<bf God, of Great Britain, France, and 
Ireland King, Defender of the Faith, 
$cc. To all to whom thefe prefents {halt 
come greeting. Whereas we havethought 
fit for the dignity and honor of our realm 
of Ireland to ordain, eftablifh, create, and 
found a company of fifteen noble and 
worthy Knights for to be. of the Molt 
Illuftrious Order of Saint Patrick ; and, 
whereas for the honorable continuance, 
augmentation, and maintenance of the 
fame, it is fitting that ftatutes and or- 
dinances Ihould be obferved and kept by 
the Common Brethren, Knights, and 
Companions of the faid Moll Illuftrious 
Order : Know ye therefore, that we 
the moft High, moft Excellent, and molt 
Puifant Prince George the Third, by the 
Grace of God, of Great Britain, France 
and Ireland King, Defender of the Faith, 
and fo forth, and Sovereign of the Molt 
illuftrious Order of Saint Patrick, for 
B the' 
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the right lingular love and entire affec- 
tion which we bear to the laid Molt 
Illuftrious Order, and for the honorable 
continuance and increaling of the lame, 
do make, ordain, conftitute and declare 
the ftatutes and ordinances which lhall 
be from henceforth obferved, kept and 
enfued by the Sovereign and the Knights 
Companions of the faid Moft Illuftrious 
Order in manner and form following : 

Fir,st, It is ordained and accorded, 
that the King, his Heirs, and Succeffors, 
lhaU be for evermore Sovereigns of the 
faid moft Illuftrious Order of Saint Pa- 
trick, to the which Sovereign, and to 
his Heirs and Succeffors, lhall appertain 
the declaration, folution, determination, 
interpretation, reformation, and difpo- 
fttion of all caufes concerning and touch- 
ing any thing of obfcurity or doubt 
contained in the ftatutes of the laid 
Moft Illuftrious Order. 

Secondly, That whenever the faid 
Sovereign cannot by reafon of his ab- 
fence without the faid realm of Ireland, 

hold 
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hold the chapters, or do, or perform 
fuch things as by the ftatutes fhall ap- 
pertain to him to do, touching the laid 
Moft llluftrious Order, his Lord Lieu- 
tenant General and General Governor 
of this his realm, or his Lord Deputy, or 
Lords' Juftices for the time being ihall 
be, and are hereby declared Grand 
Mailers of the laid Moil llluftrious Order> 
and ihall do all things and enjoy all pri- 
vileges, rights and prerogatives, and do 
all manner of things touching the iaid 
Moft llluftrious Order, in as ample a 
manner as we ourfelves could have done 
as Sovereign of the laid Moft llluftrious 
Order, if we ourfelves had been prefent 
within the faid realm. 

Thirdly, It is ordained that none 
ihall be elected or choien to be Fellow or 
Companion of the faid Moil llluftrious 
Order, except he be a Gentleman of 
Blood, and that he be a Knight, and 
without reproach ; and as touching the 
declaration of a Gentleman of Blood, 
it is declared that he ihall be defcended 
of three defcents of Noblefie j that is 

to 
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to fay, of name and of arms, both of 
hi* father’s fide and of his mother’s fide, 
a certificate of which, figned by our 
principal King at Arms within our laid 
realm of Ireland, fliall be delivered by 
each Knight immediately after his elec- 
tion, and before his inveftiture, and {hall 
be depofited with our genefclogift or re- 
gifter of our faid Moft Illuftrious Order. 

Fourthly, That the Sovereign {hall, 
whenever it feemeth meet unto him, by 
fummons under the Seal of the Order, 
direct a chapter to be h olden at fuch 
place within this realm of Ireland as he 
fhall appoint, and that all the Knights 
of the faid Order fhall then arid there 
be prefent in the full habits of the faid 
Moft Illuftrious Order, Which they fhall 
always wear in chapters except by dif- 
penfation from the Sovereign j and if 
they come not at the time affigned’ with- 
out having a juft and reafotiable excufe 
which may be acceptable to the faidf * 
Sovereign, or without being otherwife 
pardoned by the faid Sovereign for his 
abfence by fpecial letters of excufe, by 

which 
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which letters their names and caufes 
Avail be written, he fhajl be reprimanded 
at the next chapter for the firft offence, 
and for the fecand offence he {hall lofe 
the rank which be hath in the £ud Order, 
and be placed below all the other Knights 
and Companions of the laid Order ; and 
for the third offence he {hall be punifhed 
in fuch manner as to the faid chapter 
{hall feem meet. 

Fifthly, It is ordained, that all and 
every Knight of the faid Company fliall 
wear on the great and iblemn feafts to 
be appointed by the Sovereign, the Collar 
of the laid Order, and at aU other times 
Ihall wear the Badge of the faid Order, 
pendant from a fey-blue ribband over 
the right {houlder, and as foon as they 
ihall be inftalled (hall wear the device of 
the Order on the left fide of their outer 
garment, in fuch manner as {hall- be di- 
rected by the Sovereign. And if any 
Knight of the Company be found to 
appear without the faid collar, badge and 
device, at fuch time as by thefe ftatutes 
he is directed to wear the fame, that he 

pay 
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pay immediately after the challenge fhalh 
be made to him by any Of the fix officers 
of the Order, the fum of twenty fhil- 
lings ; and if he do enter the chapter 
without the laid collar, badge and device, 
and without the laid habits, except when, 
they be difpenfed with by the Sovereign,, 
he fhall forfeit the fum of five pounds 
to whomfoever of the faid officers fhall 
challenge him. 

Sixthly, ft is ordained that the 
Knights of the faid Moft Illuftrious Or- 
der, always and as often as they fhall 
wear their Mantles, fhall go before the' 
Sovereign, every of them with his Fel- 
low that is fore-againft him, ordinarily 
as they be fet in their flails ; and the 
Officers of the faid Order fhall immedi- 
ately precede the Sovereign ; and the 
laid Knights fhall fit at the table accord- 
ing to their flails, except children or' 
brethren of Kings and Princes ftrangers, . 
they which fhall keep their places after 
their eftates. 

Seventhly, It is ordained that all 
ilrangers that fhall be elected Fellows of 

the 
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the faid Order, lhall be certified by letters 
of the Sovereign of their eleftion, the 
which letters certification with the Sta- 
tutes of the laid Order, under the com- 
mon Seal, lhall be fent unto them at the 
coft of the faid Sovereign, in all dili- 
gence, and at the far theft they ihal} be 
certified of this in four months^after the 
laid election, to the end the faid cleft 
may advife them by the Statutes if they 
will receive the faid Order or no. But 
if the faid Sovereign have great and high 
lets and bufinefs, that then he ipay defer 
the certification of the faid eleftion at his 
good pleafure unto the time of opportu- 
nity and conveniency. After the certi- 
fication lhall havebeen delivered, and that 
the Sovereign lhall be certified that the 
faid eleft will receive the faid Order, then 
the Sovereign lhall fend unto the laid 
cleft by his Ambaflador his whole habit 
with the ribband and collar ; and that 
all fuch ft rangers of what eftate, dignity, 
or condition that they be of, lhall fend 
within feven months after the reception 
of the faid ribband, collar, and habit ; 

and

and that he hare certified the Sovereign 
to have received thofe things by a fuffi- 
dent Deputy after the eftate of his Lord 
and Matter, fo that he be a Knight with- 
out reproach to be ttalled in his place, 
the which ihall bring with him a mantlo 
of iky-blue fattin of the order of that 
which he ihall fend him, and alfo his 
banner, fword, helmet and creft, for 
to be and abide in the Cathedral Church 
of Saint Patrick in Dublin during his 
life, and that the mantle in the time that 
the faid Deputy fhall be ttalled by the 
faid Sovereign or his Deputy ihall be put 
upon his right arm, for to hold the faid 
mantle upon his arm, and fhall be accom- 
panied and led by two of the Knights of 
the faid Order from the door of the 
Chapter unto the ftall, and there being 
ihall make his oath, and fhall be ttalled 
for and in the name of his faid Lord and 
Matter. And the mantle abovefaid, the 
faid Deputy ihall bear it upon his right 
arm during Divine Service, being fet in 
the ftate of his Lord and Matter, with- 
out bearing of it any time after, and to 

have 
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fiave. no manner of voice in the Chapter, 
or to come in it in the abfence of him 
that hath fenthim; and if he fend not 
his Deputy within feven months above- 
faid, without having a reafonable excufe 
which fhall be acceptable to the Sove- 
reign or his Deputy, the election fhall be 
void of him, except that the faid Knight 
be prevented by great affairs, then he 
may fend his excufe to the faid Sovereign 
or to his Deputy within a month after ; 
and after, as his excufe is, the Sovereign 
or his Deputy will allow or accept it, 
that then the faid Sovereign may give 
unto him four months more of refpite ; 
and if he come not, or fend not his De- 
puty before the time of the four months 
be finifhed, that then in this cafe the 
ele&ion fhall be wholly void from him 
from that time. 

Eightly, It is ordained that if any 
of the faid Company die, the Sovereign 
or his Deputy, after that they fhall have 
•certification of his death, fhall be bound 
for to fend and give notice by their 
letters to all the Fellows of the faid Moft 
C Illuftrious 
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tlluftrious Order, being within Ireland, 
for to come and be with the faid Sove- 
reign or his Deputy in which place fo- 
ever it be, where it lhall pleafe him to 
allign conveniently, within fix weeks 
after the certification of the death of the 
faid Knight, the which alfo aflembled, or 
at the lead fix, with the Sovereign or his 
Deputy abovefaid, every of them that 
there lhall be prefent and come to the 
ele&ion fliall name nine of the worthieft 
and fulficient Knights without reproach 
that he lhall know, fubjects of the faid 
Sovereign, or others fo to be, that they 
hold no contrary party, or be againft 
him, that is, to wit, Three Dukes, 
Marquiffes, Earls of greater eftate ; three 
Barons, or Bannerets ; and three Bat- 
chelor Knights, the which denominations 
the Chancellor of the fame Order lhalt 
write ; that is, to wit, the Arch Bilhop 
of Dublin, for the time being, or in his 
abfence the Regifter ; that is, to wit, the 
Dean of the Cathedral Church of Saint 
Patrick, in Dublin, for the time being, 
or the moft ancient reident of the faid 

Company 
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Company in their abfence, and the. de* 
nominations fo done by all or fix of the 
leaft by him that hath written, lhall be 
Ihewed to the faid Sovereign or his De? 
puty, that then lhall choofe of them that 
be named he that lhall have the mod 
voices, and alfo he that the Sovereign 
lhall efteem to be the moft honorable to 
the laid Order, and moft profitable to 
his Crown and to his Realm ; and if 
there be any Knights of the faid Order 
that lhall fail to come to the faid elec- 
tion, if he be not prevented by a juft 
caufe, and that the faid caufe of his 
excufe, Ihewed under his feal of 
mans, be found by the Sovereign or 
his Deputy to be juft and reafonable, 
and his excufe to be acceptable and al- 
lowed, and that if his caufe be not juft, 
and that he come not to the ceremonies 
above-named, it is ordained that he lhall 
be reprimanded at the next chapter for the 
firft offence, and for the fecond offence 
he lhall lofe the rank which he hath in 
the laid Order, and be placed below aft 
other the Knights and Companions of 
the faid Order, and for the third offence 

he 
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he fhall be puni&ed in fuch manner as 
to the faid chapter fhall feem meet. 

Ninthly, It is ordained, that if any 
Knight of the faid Company {hould 
depart, another is chofen and elect, he 
{hall have foon after his election the 
ribband in lignification that he is one of 
the Knights and Fellows of the Order 
of Saint Patrick, and his robe and hood 
{hall be delivered him in the Cathedral 
Church of Saint Patrick, in Dublin, 
where the Public Stallation of the faid 
Knights fhall be always held immediately 
after his commiffion has been read before 
the Sovereign or his Deputy and the 
Company, and after that, {hall be led 
by two Knights of the faid Order, ac- 
companied with the other Noblemen, 
and Officers of the Order fhall alfo be 
prefent, and his Mantle {hall be borne 
before him by one of the Knights of 
the faid Order, or by the King at Arms 
of the Order, the which Mantle {hall 
be delivered to him for his Habit, after 
that he fhall have made his oath before 
his Stall and not before, and this done 

he 
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he lhall return into the Chapter Houle, 
where he {hall receive by the Sovereign 
or his Deputy the Collar, and fo he £hall 
have the full pofleflion of his Habit 
wholly, except great Princes, ftrangers, 
the which may receive their Habits 
wholly within the Chapter Houfe, and 
if he die before he have received the 
Habit he {hall not be named one of the 
Founders, feeing he has not had full 
pofleflion of his eflate ; but he fhall have 
the one part of the Divine Service 
'above-named for the delivery of the 
ribband, and none other things above 
it : And if he fo chofen come not in all 
good diligence after the reception of the 
ribband in the faid place for to be 
flailed, and efpecially within the year of 
his election, and if he te a Knight dwel- 
ling within the realm, and hath no rea- 
fonable excufe, then the ele&ion fhall be 
void of him, and another new election 
fhall be made, and neither the banner, 
the fword, nor the helmet, nor the 
creft of him fo chofen, fhall be put 
upon his ftall before his coming, to the 

end 
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end that if become not, his faid hatch* 
meats be not taken down, or availed, 
but honefify put out of the chair, and 
the creft and other things fhall abide to 
the profit and ufe of the laid Order. 

Tenthly, It is ordained that whom- 
ever fhall be clxofen to this degree of 
honor, fhall be inftalled in the loweft 
{tall according to his election, except 
Kings and Princes of a foreign nation. 

Eleventhly, It is ordained if there 
be any flail or place void, the Sovereign 
at his pleafure may advance and tranflate 
by his fpecial licenfe any Knights of the 
laid Company in the laid flail, if fo be 
that it be higher than the flail that he 
was in before. Alfo the Sovereign may 
once in his life, if it pleafe him, make a 
general tranflation of all the flails at his 
pleafure, except Emperors, Kings, and 
Princes, they which fhall always keep 
their places and flails unlefe that they be 
tianflated into a higher flail, in the which 
tranflation the long continuance in the 
Order, and the praife-worthinefs and 
merits of the Knights ought to be con- 

fidered 
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fidered and Tetneirfbered, tire which 
Knights from henceforth in going and 
fitting at all times, that they fhall 'wear 
their Mantles, fhall keep their places after 
the order of their flails, and not a fter 
their eflates as is tforefaid. 

Twelfthly, It is ordained that every 
Knight within the year of his Radiation, 
fhall caufe to be made an efcutcheon of 
his arms and hatchments in a -plate of 
metal, fuch as fhafll -ffleafe him, and that 
it he furely fet trpon t*he back of his flail, 
and the other that 'fhall come after fhall 
have their efcutdheons and hatchments 
in like manner : hut their plates of me- 
tal nor their hatdhments fhall not be fo 
large nor fo great as thofe of the firft 
Founders were. 

Thirteenthly, It is ordained that 
no Knight cho'fen and elected to be : Fel- 
low of the laid llluftrious Order, fhall 
be flailed by procurement or Deputy ex- 
cept he be a ftranger, and may not well 
come hither in his proper perfon to ! be 
Hailed, or other that is bulled without 
the realm for the affairs of bis Sovereign, 

or 
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or by his commandment and Iicenfe as 
is above direded. 

Fourteenthly, It is ordained, that 
every Knight entering the laid Order 
fhall promife and fwear faithfully the 
oath, that is to fay, I Sir A. B. pro- 
“ mife and fwear to my true power 
“ during my life, and during the time 
** that I fhall be Fellow of the Moft 
“ Illuftrious Order of St. Patrick, to 
“ keep, defend and fuftain the honors, 
“ rights, and privileges of the Sove- 
** reign of the faid Order, and well and 
“ truly I will accompliih all the ftatutes, 
“ points and ordinances of the faid 
“ Order, as though they were read to 
** me from point to point and from ar- 
** tide to article, and that wittingly 
“ and willingly I will not break any 
“ ftatutes of the faid Order, or any 
“ article in them contained, except in 
*•' fuch as I fhall have received a difpen- 
“ fation from the Sovereign — So held 
** me God and the contents of this 
“ book.” This done, the faid Knight 
fhall . with due reverence and kneeling 

receive 
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receive the Badge, the which the Sove- 
reign fhaU put over his right fhoulder, 
faying thefe words : “ Sir, the lovjng 

Company of the Order of Saint Pa- 
“ trickhath received you their Brother, 
“ Lover and Fellow, and in token and 
“ knowledge of this, they give you 
** and prefent you this prefent Badge, 
* c the which God will that you receive 
“ and wear from henceforth to his 
■** praife and pleafure, and to the exal- 
** tation and honor of the laid Illuftrious 
44 Order and yourfelf.” 

Fifteenthly, And it is further or- 
dained, that the following admonitions 
fhall be read by the Chancellor or Re- 
gifter of the faid Order, to every Knight 
at his firft admiilion to the laid Illuftrious 
Order, that is to fay, 

Upon putting on the Collar, 

44 Sir, the Loving Company of the 
44 Order of Saint Patrick hath received 
44 you their Brother, Lover and Fellow, 
“ and in token and knowledge of this 
“ they give you and prefent you this 
D “ prefent 
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“ prcfent Badge, the which God wijl 
44 that you receive and wear from 
44 henceforth to his praife and pleafure, 
“ and to the exaltation and honor of 
44 the laid Illuftrious Order and your- 
44 felf.” 

Upon putting on the Sword, 

44 Take this Sword to the increafe of 
“ your honor, and in token and lign of 
“ the Moft Illuftrious Order which you 
44 have received, wherewith you being 
44 defended may be bold ftrongly to 
44 fight in the defence of thofe rights 
“ and ordinances to which you be en- 
44 gaged, and to the juft and neceffary 
44 defence of thole that be oppreffed 
44 and needy.” 

Upon putting on the Mantle, 

44 Receive this Robe and Livery of 
“ this moft Illuftrious Order in aug- 
** mentation of thine honor, and wear 
44 it with the firm and fteady refolution 
44 that by your character, conduct and 

44 demeanor 
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“ demeanor you may approve yourfclf 
“ a true fervant of Almighty God* 
“ and a worthy Brother and Knight 
“ Companion of this Moil Uluftrious 
•“ Order.” 

Sixteenhly, It is ordair\ed that 
every Knight, as foon as he fhall be fum- 
moned to his ftallation, (hall appoint 
three fober, difcreet and fufficient Ef- 
quires of the Body, who lhall be Gen* 
lemen of Blood and without reproach ; 
and as touching the declaration of 
Gentlemen of Blood, it is declared, 
that they fhall be defcended of three 
defcents of Nobleffe ; that is to fay,

Chancellor, Secretary, Regifter, Genea- 
logift, Uffier at Arms, named the Black 
Rod, and King at Arms, named Ulfter, 
the which (hall be received and fworn to 
be of the Council of the faid Order » 
and (hall have fuch charges and privi- 
leges as are exprefsly declared in the 
ordinances of the Sovereign, and (hall 
wear for a cognizance about their necks 
fuch badge as (hall be affigned to them 
by the Sovereign. 

Eighteenthly, It is ordained that a 
common feal of the arms of the Order 
be made, the which (hall reft in the 
cuftody and keeping of the Chancellor 
of the Order, and if he (hould depart

Sovereign, he fhall then deliver the feals 
to the Regifter, Secretary, or Genea- 
logift, or to any other perfon that it 
Ihall pleafe the Sovereign to ordain or 
appoint. 


ORDINANCES 
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ORDINANCES touching the Badges, 
Devices, and Habits of our Knights 
.. Companions of our Moft Illuftrious 
Order of St. PATRICK ; the Habits 
of their Efquires, and the Badges and 
Habits of the Officers of our faid 
Order. 

First, We do ordain that our Lord 
Lieutenant General and General Gover- 
nor of our Realm of Ireland ihall wear 
at all Chapters and Inftallations at which 
we ourfelves cannot be prefent, the fame 
Habits and Robes which we ourfelves 
Ihould wear, and which are to be of the 
fame materials and faihicn as thofe of 
our Knights, fave only thofe alterations 
which befit our dignity ; and he Ihall 
wear our Collar on all folemn Feafts as 
hereinafter defcribed, and at all other 
times he fliall wear pendant at his neck, 
from a fky-blue ribband, the badge of 
our faid Order, furmounted by a harp 
crowned with an Imperial Crown. 

And 
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And as touching the Habits of the 
Knights Companions of our Moft fllufi 
trious Order, the Mantles {hall be of 
fky-blue fattin, lined with a white filk, 
having on the left flioulder a hood of 
blue fattin lined alfo with white filk, and 
the laid Mantle {hall be tied with two 
firings of blue filk mixed with gold; 
their {hoes Ihall be of white leather with 
knots of crimfon ribband ; the belt of 
their fword {hall be of crimfon fattin, 
and they {hall have a handle gilt, and a 
fcabbard of crimfon velvet. 

And our faid Knights Companions 
ihall each of them wear a round hat co- 
vered with white fattin and lined with 
blue, the front of which Ihall be turned 
back, and the fame device, encircled with 
rays affixed thereto, as we {hall dirett to 
be worn on the left fide of their outer 
garment ; and the faid hat Ihall be fur- 
mounted with three falls of Oftrich 
feathers, which {hall be red, blue, and 
white, and round the hat {hall be a band 
of crimlon fattin embroidered after 
the falhion of the great Collar of the 

Order, 
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Order, which we Hull hereafter de- 
fcribe. 

The Collar of our laid Moft Uluftrious 
Order lhall be of gold, and it fhall be 
compoled of rofes and of harps alter- 
nate, tied together with a knot of gold, 
and the laid rofes lhall be enamelled al- 
ternately white leaves within red, and 
red leaves within white, and in the cen- 
ter of the faid Collar lhall be an Impe- 
rial Crown furmounting a harp of gold, 
from which fhall hang the badge of our 
faid Order; and the faid badge lhall 
be of gold, furmounted with a wreath 
of lhamrock or trefoil, within which 
lhall be a circle of gold containing the 
motto of our faid Order in letters of 
gold, viz. QUIS SEPARABIT ? toge- 
ther with the date 1783, being the year 
in which our faid Order was founded, 
and encircling the Crofs of Saint Pa- 
trick, gules, furmounted with a trefoil 
vert, each of its leaves charged with an 
Imperial Crown, Or, upon a Field, ar- 
gent ; and this badge, we ordain lhall be 
worn pendant from a iky-blue ribband

ever the tight flioulder at all times, when 
our laid Kniglits lhall not wear the Cel- 
kr of the Order ; and we farther ordain-, 
that emir kid Knights Cdmpahions lhall 
wear the kid badge, encircled within 
rays in form of a Ifar of fifver confiding 
of eight points, that is to fay, four 
greater artd fotif lefler on the left fide of 
their outer garment. 

And we further ordain that our kid 
Knights lhall, in all armorial bearings, 
life the kid CoHaf encircling their coats 
armorial. .

And we ordain that the Chancellor of 
dur kid htoft liluftrious Order lhall 
wear the fame Mantle as our fald Knights, 
and lhall wear a badge of gold pendant 
at his neck frofn a Iky-blue ribband, 
which, lhall be of a fquare form, repre* 
fenting a purfe, and charged with thfe 
fame crofs, gules, furmounted as before 
on a Field argent, and encircled Wiih a 
wreath of lhamrocks. 

And the Register of our ktd Order 
lhall wear the fame Mantle as before cfe-- 
feribed, but it lhall be lhortef, and fie

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Audi wear a badge of gold pendant at bis 
neck from a lky-blue ribband' in the 
lhape of a book, charged with the fame 
device as that of our Chancellor of our 
fhid Moft Illuftrious Order. 1 

And our Secretary and Genealogift 
lhall each of them wear a Mantle of. the 
lame length as that of our Regifter, with 
a furcoat of white filk, and lhall wear, 
pendant at their necks from a lky-blue 
ribband, the fame badge as that of our 
Knights, excepting only the circlet of 
gold with the motto. 

And the Ulher of our faid Order lhall 
wear a crimfon fattin Mantle, but fliorter, 
and Habit the fame as our faid Secretary 
and Genealogift ; and lhall wear a badge 
pendant at his neck by a lky-blue rib. 
band, which badge lhall bear the harp of 
gold upon a Field azure, encircled with 
the motto as before. 

And the King at Arms of our faid 
Order lhall wear the lame habit and 
Mantle as our Ulher, and a badge pend- 
ant at his neck by a lky-blue ribband 
containing the crofs, gules of our faid 

Order, 
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Order, upon a Field argent, impailed 
with the arms of our faid Realm of 
Ireland, and both encircled with the 
motto above-mentioned. 

And that thefe feveral devices may 
more plainly appear, we have dire&ed 
them to be properly depicted and em- 
blazoned in their proper colours. 

And laftly we will and direct that the 
Mantles, Habits, and Veftments above- 
ordained, ihall be of thofe manufactures 
known by the defcription of fattins and 
filks wrought within our Realm of Ire- 
land.

A grand band of muficians, vocal and 
inftrumental, then performed Handel’s 
Coronation Anthem j after which the 
Ufher, King at Arms, Heralds and 
Purfuivants, attended with Lord Ro- 
bert Fitzgerald, Lord Sudley, and

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Lord Jocelyn, the Sovereign’s Efquires, 
brought in the Sovereign’s banner, 
-which was by the feriior Efquire car- 
ried to the fteps of the altar,' ' and 
being delivered to Ulfter, was by him 
prefented to the regifter and placed 
within the rails of the altar. The Of- 
ficers of the Order with the Honorable 
Mr. Gore, the Honorable Mr. Jocelyn, 
and the Honorable Mr. Jones, Efquires 
to his Royal Highnefi Prince Edward, 
then went, with the ufual reverences, 
for the infignia of the Order, with which 
they returned in following manner j viz. 
The principal Efquire bearing his Royal 
Highnets’s Banner furled. 

The two other Efquires bearing the 
Mantle and Sword. 

Ulfter carrying the Great Collar of the 
■ Order upon a blue, velvet cuihion. 

As foon as they proceeded to the 
center of the Choir, they remained there 
while the four Great Officers of the Or- 
der proceeded to his Royal Highnefs’s 
ftall, and after the ufual reverences to the 
Sovereign’s ftall, Lord Mulkerry, Proxy

middle of the Choir, where the Sword, 
the h^&ntle, and the Collar, were deliver, 
ed to his Lor dihip by the Chancellor and 
Regifter, the Chancellor reading the ad. 

His Lordflup was 
aot.mvB&ed, but bore the Infigwa upon 
hk arm. 

They thea conducted lus Lorthhip to 
the ftinoa’s ftall with die ufual rever- 
ences to the.Sovec4gn ; and his Lord- 
thip being feafceJ, but not with the cap 
wponhis head, the f^juire immediately 
unfurled the banner, and then his Lord- 
fhip and the Knights Handing up unco- 
. vered, TJJfter proclaimed his Royal High- 
nefs’s ftile in Engliih, and a! procefion 
was made to the altar of the Regifter, 
and. officers at Arms, attended by the 
Efquires with the banner, which was de- 
livered to Ulfter, who pTefbntdd It to 
the Regifter to be placed by him within 
the offering, which was delivered to the 
Dean, and by him placed upon the al. 
tar; after winch, with the ufual rever- 

‘ tinces. 
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^coccs^ -the. Enquires proceeded tojtheir 
places. 

The Officers at Arms, with the Ef- 
, quires to his Grace the Duke of Leinfter, 
. proceeded in like manner to bring in the 
Infignia, and his Grace having descended 
into the Choir, was invefted -with the 
Sword, the Mantle, and the Collar" by 
the Chancellor and Regifter, the admo- 
nitions being .read by the Cha'ncellor ; 
the Duke of Leinfter was then con- 
duffed to his {fall, and Handing up with 
his cap upon his head, his banner was 
^unfurled, Ulfter proclaimed his ftile, 
and his Grace bowing to the Grand 
Matter, by whom he was at the lame 
'rime faluted, took his feat. The banner 
and offering were afterwards prefented 
at the altar with the ceremonies before 
deferibed. 

His Grace then alfifted in prefent- 
ing the Earl of Clanricarde, who was 
invefted by him and in flailed with the 
feme ceremonies. 

The Earl of Weftmeath was next 
prefented by the Duke of Leinfter and 

the 
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the Earl of Clanricarde, and in like man- 
ner mvefted by them and inftalled. 

The Earls of Inchiquin, Drogheda, 
Tyrone, Shannon, Clanbrafiil, Morn* 
ington, Arran, Courtown, Charlemont, 
ind Beftive, were refpectively invefted 
and inftalled with the like ceremonies, 
each being prefented and inveflod by the 
two juniors of the inftalled Knights. 

When the ceremonies of inftallation 
were finilhed, the band performed Han- 
del’s Dettingen Te Deum, after which a 
pvoceflion was made in the former order 
to the Chapter Room, the Knights* Ef- 
quires and Officers of the Order wear- 
ing their caps, and the proceflion re- 
turned from the Chapter Room to the 
Caftle. *. 

A fumptuous banquet being prepared 
in Saint Patrick’s Hall, the Grand Maf- 
ter, with the Knights and their Efquires, 
the Officers of State, the Officers of the 
Order, and the Officers of his Excel- 
lency’s Houfehold, in. proceflion as before, 
went from the Prefence • Chamber to 
Saint Patrick’s Hall, where the Grand 

Matter 
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Matter and Knights took their feats at 
table covered, viz. The Grand Matter 
ill a’ chair of eftate in the center, the 
Prince’s Proxy in a chair covered with 
crimfon velvet on his left land, the 
Prelate's chair being placed at the end of 
the Sovereign's table on the right, the 
Chancellor feated at the other end on 
the left, and the Knights on each fide. 
The Efquires remained ftanding till after 
grace was faid by the Chancellor, when 
they retired to the feats prepared for 

them. 

Towards the end of the.firft courfe 
his Excellency flood up uncovered, the 
Knights alfo rofe uncovered, and the 
King at Arms proclaimed by found of 
trumpet, that the Grand Matter and 
Knights Companions of the Mott Illus- 
trious Order of Saint Patrick did drink 
the Sovereign's health. The fecond 
courfe was then brought in by the Yeo- 
man of the Guard with the ufual cere- 
monies, after which his Excellency, flood 
up covered, and the Knights again Hand- 
ing up uncovered, Ulfter proclaimed 

that 
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that the Grand Mafter, in the name of 
the Sovereign, did drink the healths of 
the Knights Companions j and at the 
end of the fecond courfe, all riling again' 
uncovered, drank the Queen’s Health, 
which was proclaimed in the fame man- 
ner. The defert being brought in, the 
Officers at Arms, with the ufual rever- 
ences, cried, LARGESS thrice, and pro- 
claimed the ftile of the Sovereign, and ' 
afterwards of each Knight Companion, 
who fucceffively Rood up during the faid 
proclamation, and iat down again after 
bowing to the Sovereign.

’ the Third, in 1783, -to diftinguilh the 
^virtue, loyalty, and fidelity of his fub-

‘t'y They wear a Collar of gold,; compofed 
of rofes and harps alternate, tied with a 
knot of gold ; the rofes enamelled alter- 
nately with white leaves within red, and 
red leaves within white, and in the cen- 
ter of the Collar an Imperial Crown, 
furmounting a harp of gold, from which 
hangs a badge of gold furmounted with 
a wreath of fhamrock or trefoil within, 
and a circle of gold containing this 
motto, QUIS SEPARABIT ; which 
badge, with a Iky-blue ribband, is daily 
worn by the Knights of this Order.
